Superintendent E. Benjamin Andrews’ list 
of night school principals was laid on the 
shelf unanimously last night by the Board 
of Education.

Attorney D. J. McMahon gave an opinion 
in support of Mr. Harris’ action. 

As a result of this defeat and considering 
past complications, Superintendent Andréws 
may leave Chicago. The University of Ne- 
braska has under consideration a plan to of- 
fer him the chancellorship of that inst!- 
tution. Dr. Andrews admitted this, and said 
further that if the offer came he would give 
it careful consideration. He was free to 
say that he looked upon the action of the 
board in sustaining the President as most 
remarkable, conceived and executed for one 
occasion. Of the ruling of Attorney Mc- 
Mahon, Dr. Andrews had the same opinion. 


Not Right, but Against Andrews. 

President Harris submitted his action to 
the board as the first business to come be- 
fore it, preceding the reading of minutes.

It had been said, for instance, that Aguin- 
aldo had been promised independence for 
the Philippines before he had returned to 
Manila after Admiral Dewey's victory, a 
statement which Mr. Worcester declared 
had no foundation in fact; and he quoted a 
number of letters and proclamations issued 
by Aguinaldo in which the hope was éx- 
pressed that the United States ultimately 
would grant this independence, but nowhere 
was the claim made that it ever had been 
promised. In a letter to General Ander- 
son, Aguinaldo said: “‘I came from Hong- 
kong to prevent my countrymen from mak- 
ing common cause with the North Ameri- 


not*to allow any ernal discord.’’

Statement that mémbers of Aguinaldd’s 
Cabinet testified before the commission that

Previous Tagalog Revolutions. 

The lecturer said that thé Tagalogs, or 
Aguinaldo’s adherents, form but part of the 
Philippine population, and continued: 

Were the Tagalogs really fighting the Spaniards 
when Admiral Dewey arrived in Manila Bay, and 
if so, for what, and with what chance of success? 

answer this question we must go back a little. 
From 1872 to 1 peace reigned in the Philippine 
Archipelago. In the latter year a bloody revolu- 
tion broke out, but it is a matter of simple history 
that this movement had for its object the attain- 
ment of certain definite and specific reforms, the 
hature of which was clearly set forth by the 
revolutionary leaders, who had no thought or ex- 
pectation of shaking off the sovereignty of Spain. 

This revolution was brought to an end on Dec. 
14, 1887, by thé famous treaty of Biac-na-bato, 
the Spanish Governor General, Primo de Rivera, 
having promised cértain of the reforms sought 
and having further undertaken to place at the 
disposal of one P Patreno, who 
go-between, a large sum of money to be dis- 
tributed amohg the prominent insurgent officials 
on condition that they would surrender the arms 
of their troops and themselves leave the country. 

Referring to the claim that Aguinaldo had 
coéperated with the American forces in the 
capture of Manila, Mr. Worcester said Ma- 
nila was as good as captured the moment 
Admiral Dewey destroyed the Spanish fleet. 
He quoted from letters exchanged between 
Aguinaldo and the American commander to 
show that the former did little, and then

And what as to the future government of the 
archipelago? Should the Filipinos be given a free 
hand from the start? Most certainly not. Few 
really want it. The result of such experiment in 
government as has already been made is con- 
clusive; they cannot yet walk alone. Shall we 
then leave them to crawl? The academician may 
gay ‘ Yes,’’ but the practical man will answer 
with an emphatic “ No.”’ How far can they be 
intriisted with the affairs of government at the 
outset? The only safe basis for a reply to this 
question is experience. Probably few people know 
how much has already been done towards solv- 
ing this question by actual experiment, but the 
municipal and previncial governments which have 
been and are being set up will, in due time, fur- 
nish a safe foundation for Congressional action. 
I believe the American people can be depended 
on to see that the Filipinos are allowed to share 
in their own government so fast and so far as 
they shall show themselves fit to do #0. One 
thing is sure, however, it is easier to give than 
to take away, and we should therefore begin 
carefully, increasing their rights and privileges 
as rapidly as we safely can. ml

Colbert: on His Calculations. 
* Speaking of his calculations Professor Col- 
bert said last night: 

“ There is no discredit to any astronomer 
whose calculations on the time the earth 
passed through the meteoric belt proved 
wrong. I was confident my calculations were 
right, but I might have made a mistake. The 
gSreat difficulty is that there is absolutely no 
way in which the exact meteoric orbit 
can be discovered. We must calculate from 
the angle at which the meteors enter 
the earth’s atmosphere and become visible, 
as, of course. the belt is not visible. If the 
crowd of meteoric matter pursued the same 

th in space from one revolution to another 

he earth would plunge through it at exactly 
the same intervals of time. But Jupiter and 
Saturn by their disturbing influences cause 
a continuous shifting of the line of meeting. 

“It has been calculated that the average 
movement of the meteoric plane is 27 8-10 
minutes in longitude in thirty-three years, 
which is only a little less than half the 
angular motion of the earth in one day. 
But since the earth last encountered the 
meteoric belt in 1866-'67 Baturn and Jupiter, 
especially Saturn, have been in such posi- 
tions as to disturb the position of the me- 
teors more than usual. I made a tentative 
allowance of between three and one-half 
and four hours for the disturbance. Even 
with that allowance I am sure either I made 
a mistake or the men in London erred.”’ 


Favorable First at Williams Bay. 


All the conditions were most favorable at 
Williams Bay at 9 o'clock for observing the 
predicted showers of meteors. The sky was 
cloudless and the atmosphere was clear, but 
at 9 o’clock the astronomical staff of the 
Yerkes observatory had failed to note the 
appearance of a single meteor. Professor 
E. E. Barnard trained the biggest telescope 
in the world on the northeastern portion of 
the heavens as soon as darkness set in, and 
looked and looked in vain for the flash of a 
leonid across the field. Professor Frost and 
Professor Ellerman were on the roof of the 
main building at the same time, ready to un- 
cover the lenses of the sixteen ca and 
photograph the flying crowd of met , and 
they, too, waited in vain. 

Just before 10 o'clock arrived the entire 
had about reached the 

clusion that the elaborate p ations 
had been useless. The belief ex- 
pressed that either a mistake had been madé 
in the predictions sent out from the Green- 
wich observatory or that the meteors had 
passed the earth during the daytime. In the 
absence of any telegraphic or cable reports 
from other parts of the world ofa meteoric 
display, the opinion prevailed that an error 
in calculation had been made by the Eng- 
lish astronomers. 


Professor Barnard’s Statement. 

“Nobody can be blamed if a mistake has 
been made in the prediction,” said Professor 
Barnard, “ for there is slight basis on which 
to found a prediction. Comparatively little 
is known concerning the length of the orbit 
of the Leonides, and for all we know the 
earth passed through the densest portion of 
the meteoric belt a year ago. At that time 
there was a genuine shower. Tonight there 
should have been some signs to indicate the 
arrival of the meteors, but the sky has been 
absolutely dead ever since darkness set in. 
If the earth passed the belt last night or to- 
day we would have been sure of seeing a 
few meteors in the eastern horizon between 
7 and 8 o’clock. I am strongly inclined to 
believe we will see nothing of the Leonides 
this year.”’ 

Professor Barnard explained that there 
was reason for expecting a meteoric display 
about Nov. 15, 1900. As the meteoric stream 
is continually lengthening the earth event- 
ually will pass through it every November. 


Another Shower 

The preparations for watching the flight of 
meteors may prove profitable to the observa- 
tory in a few days, notwithstanding the dis- 
appointment over the non-arrival of the 
Leonides. The photographic apparatus will 
be left in position to take pictures of another 
shower of meteors due between Nov. 23 and 
27. These meteors are the remnants of 
Biela’s comet, which was first observed in 
1826. This comet returned in 1832 and 1839, 
and again in 1845, when it splitin two. In 
1836 the two pieces returned, and then dis- 
appeared suddenly. The theory was that 
an explosion tore them into small frag- 
ments. In 1885 these pieces appeared in the 


sky,as meteors, and their reappearance has 
been for the latter part of this 


month. 

The observers at Northwestern University 
were handicapped last night by a heavy fog, 
and no meteors were seen. Professor Hough 
and his assistants were still on guard at 2 
a.m. Professor remained on watch 
at the Yerkes observatory long after mid- 
night.

Fog Hides Yale Sky. 
New Haven, Conn., Nov. 15.—{Special.]— 
For the third consecutive night the Yale 
astronomers this evening took up their vigil 
at the university observatory without any 
apparent prospect of making an experiment 
of value. Their cameras and telescopes were 
crippled by the dense fog which clouded their 
vision, and Dr, Elkin, the astronomer in 
charge, said that if the entire shower of 
the Leonides fel! there would probably be 
no chance to observe it because of fog. A 
heavy rain began at 9 o'clock. Dr. Elkin 
said that the fog would probably prevent any 
observations till at least about 4 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. The lookout will be kept 
at the Yale observatory all night. 


Three Seen at Washington. 

ashington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Up to 1:30 
rs) k this (Thursday) morning three me- 
teors were observec, but this is not an un- 
usual number as they are often seen to that 
extent on other nights. The skies were 
cloudy the first part of the night, but ehortly 
after midnight the clouds dispersed. 


Are Waiting at Ann Arbor. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 16.—[(Special.]— 
Preparations at the University of Michigan 
astronomical observatory for viewing the 
meteoric showers tonight are elaborate, and 
include arrangements for photographing 
through the big telescope of the disturbed 
portions of the heavens. The observatory 
is in charge of Professor Hall and two as- 
sistants. our cameras will be used in mak- 
ing the complete photographic chart. Eight 
students will undertake to count the me- 
teors as they fall. At 11 o'clock the sky is 
overcast with clouds. 

No Display at Madison. 

Madison, Wis., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Up to 
11 o’clock there was no meteoric display 
here. Director Comstock of the Washburn 
Observatory and his assistants are on the 
watch with sensitive plates, and will en- 
deavor to secure some photographs, but can 
make no statements of interest until com- 
parisons with other observatories are made. 


Kansas Sees a Shower. 

Lawrence, Kas., Nov. 15.—C. Miller, Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy in the Kansas Uni- 
versity, reports that he saw between twenty- 
five and forty leonids between 1 and 3 
o’clock this morning. He witnessed them 
with the naked eye, and while he could not 
make them out distinctly on account of the 
bad moonlight, he could see plainly the flash 
that followed each. Several members of his 
class in astronomy also witnessed the 
leonids, but the telescope in the university 
was not used. 

Wichita, Kas., Nov. 15.—Between 2 and 3 
o'clock this morning a slight shower of 
meteors was witnessed by an observer here. 


Better Success Tuesday Night. . 

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 15.—Professor H. 
C. Wilson, assistant at Goodsell Observa- 
tory, Northfield, Minn., wires the Journal 
as follows: 

The sky was entirely overcast with clouds 
during last night and no. Leonid meteors 
could be observed until 5:35 a. m., when the 
clouds broke away. Almost immediately a 
bright meteor was seen to fall directiy from 
the radiant in the ‘ Sickle’’ of the con- 
stellation Leo. A few moments later one 
of the second magnitude was seen almost 
exactly at the radiant point, moving ap- 
parently not more than a quarter of a moon 
diameter. Eight were counted before the 
light of dawn rendered observation impossi- 
ble. Student observers saw five others. One 
in the constellation Auriga was bright and 
its path was curved at the end. It was a 
Leonid. The shower is evidently on, but not 


yet in its height. 
GOOD RESULTS IN EUROPE. 


Brilliant Meteoric Display in Austria 
and Other Parts of the Old 
World. 


London, Nov. 15.—London has been badly 
disappointed regarding the Leonid shower. 
Tuesday night was foggy and last night 
cloudy and misty. It is believed that no 
observations were practicable anywhere in 
England. 

From the Brussels observatory, between 
1:30 and 6 a. m. on Wednesday, numerous 
Leonides were visible, ranging in brilliancy 
from the second to the third degree, hav- 
ing in most instances a train resembling 
a comet's. At 3:23 a. m. a globe of fire was 
seen in the direction north-northeast, thirty 
degrees above the horizon. 

In Austria the same night, from Sonn- 
wendstein and Hochschneeberg, peaks of 
the Austrian Alps, about 300 Leonides were 
seen. Good photographs were secured. 

M. de la Vaulx, who ascended in a balloon 
from Paris, saw about 100 on Tuesday night. 

The Royal Astronomical society of Lon- 
don has just completed the two years’ com- 
putations necessary to determine how much 
the orbit of the Leonid meteors has been 
deflected in the last thirty-three years by 
the influence of Jupiter and Saturn. The 
change has been more than three times the 
usual amount for a similar period, because 
Jupiter and Saturn came close enough to 
exert a strong disturbing effect. The result 
is that the earth, at the time of the nearest 
approach of the meteoric orbit—namely: 1 
o'clock Thursday morning, New York time— 
will still be 1,300,000 miles distant. The ex- 
perts who have done the work for the Royal 
society add: 

“ This would be enough to carry the stream 

of metéors quite clear of the earth if it were 
a mere cylindrica! stream like a thread trav- 
éling lengthwise. But the investigations 
have brought to light the important fact 
that the stream where it pierces the plane of 
the earth's orbit is not like a thread, but 
more like a strap or tape. In other words, 
it is much wider than it is thick. Its thick- 
ness is. known from the duration of the 
showers to be about 100,000 miles, but its 
width is much more—probably three or four 
million miles. 
'“ This wide and comparatively thin stream 
of meteors passes obliquely through the 
plane of the earth’s orbit, and the part of the 
plane through which it passes has obviously 
the shape of a long oval. Unfortunately we 
do not know the length of the longer axis of 
the oval section, nor its position, further 
than that its direction—seventeen centuries 
ago—lay perpendicular to the earth’s orbit, 
and that it has since slowly shifted by per- 
turbations into a position which slopes to- 
ward that part of the earth’s orbit which 
the earth will reach sooner than Thursday 
morning. When the shower takes place—if 
there is one—we shall know how much the 
oval section has turned out of its original 
position. 

‘‘ Meanwhile, we can only say that the 
shower is expected before 1 o’clock on Thurs- 
day morning—propably some hours earlier. 
It is more likely to come during the day time 
or evening of Wednesday, in which case it 
will not be seen in England.”’ 

Some Success at Madrid. 

Madrid, Nov. 16.—The watchers at the ob- 
servatory here last night perceived one 
lolide, moving from west to east. It did 
not burst. Many shooting stars also were 
seen.

MOVING ON REBEL TOWN, 


AMERICAN FORCES TAKE THE AG 
GRESSIVE NEAR LLOILO. 


Expedition Starts for Santa Barbara, 
the Stronghold of the Panay Insur.- 
gents, but Is Hampered by Baa 
Weather and the Impassable Roads - 
—Skirmish with Natives in Which 
One American Is Wounded—Filipi. 
nos Must Not Mistreat Prisoners, 


Manila, Nov. 15, 11 p. m.—General Hughes, 

with parts of the Nineteenth and Twenty. 

sixth Regiments, moved from Iloilo Thurs- 

day, Nov. 9, to Otton, six miles west, for 

the purpose of capturing Santa Barbara, 

the rebel stronghold, ten miles north of 
Iloflo. Heavy rains preceded the move- 

ment and the roads were in places impas- 

sable. 

The same night Colone! Carpenter, with 

the Eighteenth Regiment and Battery G of 
the Sixth Artillery, moved westerly from 

Jaro to connect with General Hughes. Col. 
onel Carpenter was forced to return to Jaro 
on account of the roads, and the entire 
movement was hampered by lack of proper 
transportation. 

Company C of the Twenty-sixth Regi 

had the only fighting. When three miles out 
of Jaro this cOmpanhy charged the rebe] 
trenches and three of the enemy were killed. | 
One American was wounded. 

General Hughes, Nov. 12, occupied Tag- 
banan and Buimbal, on the southern coast, 
and also Cordova, in the interior. The en- 
emy did not oppose General Hughes’ ad- 
vance. 

Recent orders from Aguinaldo found in the 
trenches said: “‘ Do not oppose the Amer- 
icans’ advance. Burn the villages, as they 
are evacuated. Divide the forces into bands 
of forty. Harass the Americans at every 
opportunity.” 

Araneta, the rebel leader of the Island of 
Panay, was captured at Tagbanan while 
attempting to pass the lines into Iloflo, 

Two battalions of the Twenty-sixth will 
garrison Lloilo and Jaro. 

San Miguel, visible from Iloilo, has been 
burned by the rebels. 

It is reported that an expedition, evading 
the navy, recently landed arms and ammu- 
nition on the Antique coast, and that the 
rebels threaten opposition with an armed 
force of 8,000 men. These stories are not 
believed. 

All ports of the Sulu Islands outside of the 
American possessions have been ordered 


closed to commerce. 


Must Not Mistreat Prisoners. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Special.}+ 
Army officers, while fully confident of the 
practical disintegration of the insurgeut 
army, are still in doubt as to the where- 
abouts of Aguinaldo himself. Nevertheless 
the President caused instructions to be i 
sued to General Otis telling him to see to it 
that insurgent prisoners, pacificos, and the 


termination on the part of the American 
government to protect the lives and welfare 
of the prisoners, both Spanish and Ameri- 
can, in the hands of the insurgents. 

. It was felt that, in the practical overthrow 
of the rebel army, there might be a dis- 
position to sacrifice the lives of the prison- 
érs,; or at least to subject them to indigni- 
ties and privations. Genera! Otis will, there- 
fore, cause the President's order to be known 
generally, and, if possible; will send a fag of 
truce with a message to Aguinaldo. 

This message will convey the idea that, 
while the United States has no intention of 
punishing the Insurgents with imprisonment 
or unusual severity, and while they will be 
forgiven much, severity toward their pris- 
oners will not be overlooked. On the con- 
trary, if their lives are taken now the per- 
sons directly responsible will be considered 
murderers and treated as such. 

It is believed the effect of this intimation, 
if speedily conveyed through the insurgent 
army, will be to protect at least the lives of 
the prisoners.

Engagement at Belmont Fri- 
day More Grave than at 
First Reported. 


BRITISH LOSE A COLONEL. 


Lieut. Halliwell Gives Fresh Ac- 
count of Gen. Cronje’s Siege 
of Mafeking. 


BADEN-POWELL’S FORESIGHT

ARTHUR L. CLARKE.) 


LONDON, Nov. 16, 3 a. m.—According to 
the meager reports tonight the fight in the 
vicinity of Belmont in the Orange River 
country last Friday was not a mere skir- 
mish, but a heavy engagement. The Brit~- 
ish force under Colonel Keith-Falconer, 
_which had encamped recently on the Orange 


‘River and was composed of the North Lan- 


cashires and Northumberland Fusileers, 
started on a reconnaissance in the direction 
of Belmont. On the edge of the town ‘a 
large force of Boers met them and a fierce 
battle ensued. 

Colonel Falconer was killed and a large 
number of officers and men were wounded. 
The Boer losses are unknown. 

of Mafeking Siege. 

Lieutenant Halliwell, under date of Oct. 
81, wires the Daily Mail a long account of 
the Mafeking bombardment and says the 
bombardment began with Boer fire from 
field guns, which was heavy but did little 
damage. General Cronje again asked 
Colonel Baden-Powell to surrender and was 
refused. He sent to Pretoria for his Krupp 
ninetysfour-pounder, and with this threw 
830 shells, wrecking several buildings. 

Trooper Wright lost both legs. 


Severe Work on the 25th. 

The heaviest bombardment was on the 
25th, and the British were saved from heavy 
losses only by Colonel Baden-Powell’s 
thoughtfulness in providing subterrean 
shelter and shelter for both soldiers 
and civilians. The Boers tried to get 
within rifle range under cover of the 
heavy guns, but were beaten off in a spir- 
ited engagement on all sides of the town. 

In consequence of this Cronje has em- 
‘ployed the tactics of the siege of Potchef- 
troom in 1881 by advancing on the town by 
asuccession of trenches. Colonel Baden- 
Powell, as a counterplay, sent Captain 
Fitzclarence and a squadron of the protec- 
torate regiment at night for a bayonet at- 
tack upon the Boers, who were surprised 
and bayonetted in the trenches. 

Silent Attack on Trenches. 
“The stole out silently tri the 
darkness. ‘Not a shot was fired. The men, 
with bayonets fixed, creeping rather than 
walking along the veldt, gradually ap- 
proached the chief Boer position near the 
race course. 

As they closed in there was a shrill screech. 
It was Fitz Clarence’s whistle, the signal 
for the onslaught. A ringing British cheer 
which the listeners back in the camp caught 
up was the response as the party dashed into 
the trenches. 

It was a fearful struggle. The attacking 
forces bayoneted the Boers under tarpaulins 
where they crouched. At least fifty bayonets 
got in their work. For just a moment there 
was no systematic resistance. Then a per- 
fect hail-storm of bullets poured from the 
trenches to the rear. 

Again Fitz Clarenee’s whistle sounded. It 
was “ cease firing; gcatter homeward.”’ The 
forces scattered silently, creeping back 
under the furious fire in the darkness to the 
appointed rendezvous, where a roll-call 
showed the British losses six killed, one 
missing, and eleven wounded. But*these 
came back. The British left no wounded 
man on the field. 

Two Captains Wounded. 

Captains Fitzclarence and Swinburne were 
wounded slightly. Lieutenant Halliwell 
claims the sortie resulted in the Boers dis- 
continuing trench building on the edge 


town. 
Make Second Brave Sortie. 
Another dare-devil episode occurred the 
next afternoon. A corporal and ‘six men 
of the protectorate regiment went to get 


_ their ‘kits, which they had left on the re- 


tirement of the. troops to the town. The 
‘Position was held by the Boers, but the 
men opened fire and gradually drove 100 
of the enemy pellmell to their laager, from 


‘which a heavy rifle fire silenced the little 


party, who crawled back to town. 

“When the British ambulance was sent out 
the next morning for the dead it was met 
by Jan Botha, reported ed a fortnight 
ago, who {8 much alive. 

Botha complimented Captain Fitgclar-— 
ence’s attack and promised to take Mafeking 
at an early date. The bombardment was 
intermittent until the 3ist, when Cronje re- 
doubled the fire of his heavy guns and aga‘n 
attacked the city. A five-hour battle fol- 
lgwed and the Boers were finally repulsed 
to their kopje, which resembled shambles 
after the fight. A lookout tower was shot

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—That the Kaiser is not 
dismayed by the defeat which his canal bills 
suffered in the Prussian Diet was shown 
today at a conference with some of his Min- 
isters, Dr. Miquel, Minister of Finance;

Baron von Hammerstein, Minister of the 
Interior; and Baron von Thielen, Minister of 
Railways and Internal Navigation; were 
present.

CHINESE ASSASSINS AT WORK At

of 16 cents per pound pays only a small pro- 
portion of the receipts for postage, while the 
third class, which embraces miscellanenous 
books and printed matter, contributes a 
vastly largeramount. He, therefore, recom- 
mends the reduction of the fourth-class rate 
and the admission of merchandise to the 
mails at the third class rate of 
one cent for two ounces, or eight cents a 
pound. The present limit of weight for mer- 
chandise is four pounds. It is recommended 
that this be largely extended, and this would 


in effect be the introduction of a parcels post, 


as packages up to, say, ten pounds in weight 
could be sent for long distances for rates not 
exceeding eight cents per pound. 

The Postmaster General will not recom- 
mend a parcels post in so many words, but 
will take up the figures presented by Mr. 
Madden and adopt his recommendation, so 
that the domestic service may approximate 
that now given to foreign countries under 
the new parcels post treaties. 


USE] OF MOLASSES FOR HORSES. 


General Otis’ scheme of pouring molasses 


over the hay fed the cavalry horses in Luzon 
to make the tough, stringy Filipino hay edi- 
ble is not new. It has been tried in Chicago 
frequently, and the feeding of molasses and 
other saccharine matter to animals is com- 
mon throughout Canada and in the British 
army. 

Dr. B. D. Way, veterinarian at the Metro- 
politan Stables in West Adams street, de- 
clares the scheme an excellent one and says 
it is successfully used in many parts of the 
world. The Metropolitan Stables keep the 
horses which draw the carettes of Chicago. 
Dr. Way says he does not feed the carette 

on hay sweetened with molasses. 
This, in a negative way, is regarded by ex- 
perts as proof that General Otis’ scheme Is 
@ good one. 

Speaking of the matter, Dr. Way said yes- 
terday: ‘* Molasses and all saccharine mat- 
ter is good for horses. In Canada it is com- 
mon to feed animals on heavy sugar to put 
fiesh on them. The matter does not give 
much strength, but it makes fat rapidly. 
The common custom in some parts of the 
world is to feed cattle on saccharine matter 
for a week before killing them for market. 
The flesh thus produced excels in quality 
and tenderness. The cavalry horses in the 
Philippine Islands probably distrusted the 
strange taste of the native hay, and the mo- 
lasses was used merely to get them accus- 
tomed to the new taste. Had the hay sick- 
ened them or been injurious enough to put 
the horses off their feed they would not have 
touched the hay even with the molasses.” 

Superintendent Thomas Enright of the 
Parmelee stables, who has the care of 400 
horses, said the idea was an excellent one if 
the hay was good. ‘‘ The hay of the Philip- 
pine Islands,’”’ he said, “‘ is tough and bitter 
when dry, and lacks nutriment. We have 
never found it necessary to feed horses 
sugar or molasses, but horses are fond of 
sweets.” 


DETECTIVES GO FOR WHITEMAN. 


Chicago, Siene end and Boston Men on 
the Way to New York for Former 
Plunger and Politician. 


Alonzo J. Whiteman, under arrest in New 
York on om 6f swindling, will be brought 
to if possible. Detective William 
Burke left for New. York last night to 
bring. Whiteman to serve a term of twelve 
months in the penitentiary, whither he was 
ordered sent over a year ago for passing a 
forged check on the management of the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. Whiteman jumped his 
bond when he learned the Illinois Court of 
Appeals had affirmed his sentence, and fora 
year has been a fugitive.

GAGE WILL BUY BONDS.’ 


SECRETARY CREATES suRPRISE BY 
AN OFFER TO PURCHASE 


Comes to Relief of New York Money 
Market with a Proposition te Re- 
tire Twenty-five Million Dollars in 
Government Securities at the Price 
Asked by Holders on Tuesday— 
Profit in the Deal—Criticism Comes 
from Some Quarters, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—rSpecial.]— 
Much to the surprise even of some members 
of the Cabinet, Secretary Gage, after bank- 
ing hours this afternoon, issued a formal 
notice offering to purchase $25,000,000 in 
government bonds. The price fixed is 112.75 
net for the 4 per cent bonds of 1907 and 111 
net for the 5 per cents of 1904, This price 
is on the basis of one-fourth of a cent above 
the figures bid yesterday, and is identical 
with the price at which bonds were offered 
on that day. 

It is proposed to receive bonds in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, New Orleans, and San 
Francisco. The offer is to be open until 
Nov. 30, or until the amount of $25,000,000 
is exhausted. 

The purpose of the Secretary is, of course, 
to do something to relieve the New York 
banks and Wall street generally, in view 
of the unusual demand for money there. 


Action a 

Several-members of the Cabinet yester- 
day believed there would be no offer to pur- 
chase bonds, as the Secretary at the Cabinet 
meeting seemed to intimate that conditions 
would adjust themselves naturally. His 
action in offering to purchase bonds now is 
taken to mean that the conditions in New 
York.may be somewhat worse than is gen- 
erally understood, and that the Treasury de- 
partment is in possession of confidential in- 
formation showing the necessity of some 
relief. 

If the holders of $25,000,000 in government 
bonds wish to take up the Secretary's offer, it 
will of course result in adding $25,000,000 to 
the currency in circulation, as that amount 
is now lying idle in the Treasury. 

It cannot be known, of course, in advance 
what proportion of the two classes of bonds 
will be turned over to the government, but 
assuming that they are offered in about 
equal proportion it is figured that the gov- 
ernment will save in round numbers on the 
transaction interest payments amounting to 
$2,475,000, that being the difference between 
the premiums paid and the amount of inter- 
est which would accrue if the bonds were al- 
lowed to run to maturity. 


Secretary Gage Criticised. 

There is considerable criticism of the Sec- 
retary’s action, because it had not been be- 
Meved that the situation was sufficiently 
serious to justify such an unusual step; but, 
on the other hand, the Treasury is fairly 
running over with money and the oppor- 
tunity to save $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 and at 
the same time relieve the banks in Wall 
street of the pressure no doubt was felt 
quite sufficient by the Secretary to justify 
the action. 

It is said in some quarters that the offer 
to buy bonds at a mere fraction below the 
current market rate of today and slightly 
above the bid price of yesterday is some- 
what in the nature of a test of the real con- 
ditions in New York. If holders of bonds 
do not accept the offer and, in spite of the 
money stringency, are not willing to sacri- 
fice a fraction of their premium, it will be 
assumed that the tightness in the money 
market is far more speculative than real. 

Political advisers of the administration 
seem to be somewhat distressed at the Sec- 
rétary’s action, “and assert that the Bryan 
people in the West will at once raise the cry 
that the Treasury at once found means for 
relieving a demand for money in Wall street, 
whereas no such extraordinary measures 
were adopted when currency was needed 
greatly in the West and South. 


RECORD HIDERS SENT TO JAIL. 


Janitors Quirk and McMahon of City

In 1896 McKinley got 271 elector- 
al votes and Bryan 176. Since then Bryan 
has lost Kansas, South Dakota, Washing- 
ton, and Wyoming, with twenty-one elec- 
toral votes. The Democrats have regained 
Maryland, simply because the free silver 
issue was ignored by them. The gold Dem‘ 
ocrats of that State who have returned to 
their party will abandon it again if Bryan 
is nominated. They have an ineradicable 
fear of his monetary theories, He may 
earry Kentucky with the aid of the Goebel 
law.

Mr. Choate criticised Ambassador 
on Angle- Choate for his “ ironclad- 
Saxons. friendship "’ speech at Edin- 
burg, putting into his mouth 
the word Anglo-Saxon, it did him an in- 
justice. How manifestly unfair such crit- 
icism is may be seen from the report of a 
speech previously delivered by Mr. Choate 
at Longton, In which he took pains to show 
that he personally disliked the word Anglo- 
Saxon because of its indefinite meaning. 
Not only had the Danes and Normans left 
their mark on the original Anglo-Saxon 
stock, but in America there had been added 
copious streams of rich blood from various 
nations in Hurope. First came the Huguenot 
refugees, then the Irish, then the Scotch, 
then the Germans, and since then the Scan- 
dinavians, and finally Italy had sent rich 
tributes. The result, the Ambassador said, 
Was a new man—a new and perfect biend of 
the qualities of all these diverse elements. 
He said it was not exactly an Anglo-Saxon 
race, and he preferred the term English- 
speaking peoples. He made it entirely clear 
that when he did use the term Anglo-Saxon 
it was in this all-inclusive sense, This is 
the only sense in which the word is used 
today when applied to the nations that speak 
English. There is no reason why the Ger- 
mans should feel hurt by its use in this 
broad meaning. But; in any event, it should 
be distinctly understood that the * English- 
speaking people’ of the United States are 
utterly opposed to an alliance with the 
* English-speaking people’’ of the British 
Empire. 


SHIP CANAL I8 225 YEARS OLD. 

Down in Memphis the Western Water- 
ways convention is discussing the project 
of a ship canal from Lake Michigan to the 
Mississippi, a project which, in spite of the 
prevailing impression of its novelty, is 225 
years old. : | 

It has been too much the fashion to think 
and speak of Chicago as a mushroom me- 
tropolis, a great city sprung up in a night, 
with a history going back no farther than 
Fort Dearborn, and limited even as to his- 


minican negro, Baptiste Point du Sable, 
which was built_on the banks of the Chicago 
River in 1779. | 

_ Chicagoans are too apt to forget those 
splendid and picturesque chevaliers of old 
France—Joliet, Marquette, La Salle, and 
their fellows—who, more than a hundred 
years before that time, explored the region 
of the lakes and of the Mississippi Valley, 
leaving behind them a record of heroic 
courage and undaunted determination 
which is unsurpassed in the history of the 
new world. | 

It was Joliet who, in 1673, writing to the 
French Governor of Canada, first proposed 
the cutting of a canal to connect Lake Mich- 
igan with the Mississippi River by way of 
the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers. Then, 
as now, the ship canal had its bitter oppo- 
nents. In 1682 La Salle, having gone over 
the same ground, made a report in which 
he speaks slightingly of “ Joliet’s proposed 
big ditch,” using, strangely enough, the 
same language adopted by present day op- 
ponents of the project. thet 
- Whatever be the fate of Joliet’s ship 
canal, it is well that Chicagoans should stop 
for a moment in the midst of the modern 
metropolis and look at the solitary figures of 
these French explorers, looming gigantic 
against the background of 200 years. And 
if the man who is to write “ the great Amer- 
jean novel” wishes to find a virgin field 
which will exhaust his genius he need look 
no further than the fragmentary records 

IN A DAY’S WORK.” 

The Mayor told the Council on Monday 
that the work by day’s labor in the North- 
west tunnel continuation is ‘costing per foot 
but one-third of the contractor's figures. 
That may not be the case long. The local 
columns of yestetday’s TRIBUNE reported 


Commissioner of Public Works— 

And made the demand that none but tunnel 
miners be allowed to work on the job. As the work 
has been done these tunnel miners, some of whom 
are paid as high as $9 a day, do the excavating 
for the tunnel, and then common laborers, who 
get from $2.50 to §2.75 a day, remove the earth 
from the tunnel to the ground above. The com- 
missioner told the delegation he wou'd give an 
answer later to the demand, but is in fear of a 
strike if he refuses it. 

If the commissioner yields to this demand 
that common labor be paid the wages of 
skilled labor—$9 a day instead of $2.75 a 
day—the cost of the work will be increased 
greatly. If he refuses and there is a strike 
the completion of the tunnel will be delayed 
‘indefinitely. | 

The commissioner is not the only man 
with a labor trouble on hishands. Some of 
the men employed by one of the contractors 
on the Thirty-ninth street intercept- 
ing sewer have quit work and re- 
fuse to go back until they are 
given higher wages—a dollar more per day 
—and until “the use of unskilled labor is 
abolished.” That is, the men who do the 
work of unskilled labor must get skilled 
labor wages. Some stories have been print- 
ed about the discovery of dynamite car- 
tridges in undesirable places, but the con- 
tractor and the strikers say there is noth- 
ing to those stories. | 

Leave out the dynamite and enough re- 
mains to indicate some of the difficulties the 
Mayor or his successors will have to face 
if the city adopts the day’s labor system. 
Demands by wageworkers for higher wages 


city becomes their direct employer. Buch 
demands will be made, and if the City Hall 
Officials refuse to accede to them physical 
dynamite will not be required to bring them 
to terms. The threat that dynamite, fig- 
uratively speaking, shall be set off under 
their political aspirations will bring them to 
meek surrender. When the “ business 
agents " so order wages will swell and hours 
will shrink. Foremen who ate obnoxious 
for any reason, such as demanding too much 
‘work of the men, will be ordered off the job.

_ Mayor Harrison has cultivated the walk- 
delegate assiduously. More of them 
are in the city’s employ now than ever be- 
fore.

It is easy to name 
some of his predecessors who would have 
been like clay in the hands of the potter. 
Similar men may be elected hereafter. One 
politician may begin bidding against another 
for the support of the walking delegates at 
the expense of the municipality. He may 
declare himself ready to concede all de- 
mands it may make, He may even suggest 
demands for it to make. 

Then public works done by day’s labor 
would cost the city more than they do 


under the contractor’s régime, no matter 


how exuberant in “extras” it may be. 
The contractor, with all his faults, is a sort 
of useful breakwater. He stands between 
the city and the walking delegates. He has 
to bear the brunt of labor wars. He fights 
off wage increases as long as he can. Re- 
move him from the industrial field, bring 
face to face the politicians of the City Hall 


‘and the walking delegates, and the former 


will be in the presence of their masters, 

It would not be surprising were it to 
appear that the day’s labor plan has been 
suggested to the Mayor by the walking dele- 
gates, a hundred of whom are drawing pay 
directly or indirectly from the city, and that 
he has yielded to their arguments and made 
them his own, without appreciating the 
consequences of the change he recommends. 
If he has not reflected the Council must 
do so for him. The day’s labor problem is 
not the simple one the Mayor thinks it is. 
Tt is not a mere diversion to labor of con-

Mr. Edmunds Senator Edmunds in the 
Grows Philadelphia Ledger indi- 
Reasonable. cates that he is coming 
around to a more reasonable 
view of the Philippine question. He admits 
that, as the Senate ratified the peace treaty, 
and as Spain was the sovereign of the Phil- 
ippines at the time, the United States is re- 
sponsible as a sovereign for the security of 
life and property in the islands. He admits 
that the situation ‘‘ must be dealt with as it 
is, and not.as we might wish it to be.” That 
is the one thing which the thorough-going 
“auntie” will not admit. Mr. Edmunds 
says it is the right and duty of Congress to 
determine what sort of government shall 
be given to the Filipinos, This is quite dif- 
ferent from berating the President for refus- 
ing to usurp the powers of Congress in the 
matter. The ex-Senator has now reached 
the point where he practically agrees with 
the Senate resolution adopted immediately 
after the ratification of the treaty. That 
resolution disclaimed any intention to annex 
the Philippine Islands as an integral part 
of the United States, but affirmed the in- 
tention ‘‘ to establish in said islands a gov- 


‘ernment suitable to the wants and condi- 


tions of the inhabitants df said islands to 
prepare them for local self-government.” 
Mr. Edmunds thinks Congress should help 
the Filipinos to try the experiment of gov- 
erning themselves. That is what is being 
done now, as far as circumstances will per- 
mit. The only unsettled point is the ques- 
tion as to what shall be the nature and de- 
gree of the * help to which Mr. Edmunds 
refers. 


AFTER THE BOER WAR-WHAT! 
Assuming that the British will eventual- 
ly overcome the Boers, and such, unlesg 


other nations should intervene, is a fore | 


gone conclusion, it is interesting to know 
what order of things the British govern: 
ment will establish in south Africa. Mr. 
Edward Dicey, a well-known English writer 
on public affairs, discusses this subject in 
the November number of the Nineteenth 
Century. What he has to say on this 
matter probably reflects the current drift 
of English sentiment. + 

First of all, Mr. Dicey asserts that there 
will not be a repetition of the Majuba Hill 
policy as contained in the treaty of Pretoria 
negotiated by Mr. Gladstone, which was 
virtually an act of renunciation upon Great 
Britain’s part. In the place of such a policy 
south Africa will be made part and parcel 
of the British Empire, “a self-governing 
province administered on terms of absolute 
equality for all white inhabitants of the 
country, but administered under the ab- 
solute and undisputed supremacy of Great 
Britain.” In a word, imperialism has be- 
come the fixed political program of the 
British nation. 

The basis of such an arrangement, Mr. 
Dicey says, is the removal of all the rea- 
sonable grievances of the uitlanders, the 
establishment of the supremacy of Great 
Britain once for all in south Africa, and 
the convincing of the Boers “‘ whether in 
the Transvaal, the Free State, or the Cape 
Colony, that any further attempt to dis- 
pute our supremacy is foredoomed to certain 
failure.” While in Mr. Dicey’s opinion there 
is no desire upon the part of the govern- 
ment to avenge the Majuba disaster or to 
insist upon cruel or outrageous terms, still 
it will not consent to forego the fruits of 
the present campaign. The conviction of 
the Boers that they could always hold their 
own against the British and that Great 
Britain would never engage in another war 
with the Transvaal, as well as the desire 
of the Dutch to recover their lost supremacy 
in south Africa, must all be removed, 
Hence, it is argued, so far as the Trans- 
vaal is concerned, that no formal peace 
can be concluded until Pretoria is occupied 


‘by the British army and the fortifications 


which have been erected as symbols of Boer 
domination are razed to the ground. As 
to the Orange Free State, while England 
would be justified in making severe re- 
prisals for “a breach of amity if not of 
good faith,” it has no wish to impose hard 
penalties and the temporary occupation of 
Bloemfontein would be sufficient warning 
to the Free State burghers of the folly of 
provoking England again. As to the Cape 
Colony, it has committed no overt act and 
the settlement of affairs in that quarter 
enn be left to the British High Commis- 
sioner. Meanwhile disarmament of the 
levies raised by the two south African 
republics must precede any discussion of 
the terms of peace. 

Mr Dicey’s opinion of the outcome of 
these terms is shared by other distinguished 
English publicists, and it unquestionably 
foreshadows the purpose of the British gov- 
ernment. That outcome is the establish- 
ment of a confederation of south Africa 
under the suzerainty of Great Britain, in- 
cluding the Transvaal, Orange Free State, 
Cape Colony, Natal, Rhodesia, and the 
smaller British possessions, it being un- 
derstood beforehand that “the imperial 
government would give its approval to no 
scheme which was not based upon absolute 
equality of civil, legal, and political rights 
being possessed by every white citizen of 
the federation, no matter what might be 
his race or the locality in which he re- 
sided, and upon the establishment of 4 
zoliverein throughout all the states com- 
posing the federation,”

FRESH SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


MONSOON RAINS IN INDIA.—In his recently 
published “‘ Memorandum on the snowfall in the 
mountain districts bordering northern India, and 
the abnormal features of the weather in India, 
with a forecast of the southwest monsoon rains 
of 1899," Mr. Eliot, Director General of the Indian 
Observatories, tries to ley down the condi- 
tions which would lead us to expect a normal 
amount of precipitation or dread a recurrence of 
those deplorable droughts which cripple so se- 
verely the resources of India. The amount and 
time of occurrence of the snowfall in the Hima- 
layas and the behavior of the southeast trades 
in the preceding season are important factors. 
There is also an apparent connection between the 
atmospheric pressure in India on the one hand 
and Siberia on the other. Further, there is some 
evidence of a connection between the southeast 
rains of south Africa and the amount of rainfall 
at the time of the summer monsoon. 


EXPERIMENTAL FLAX CULTURE IN 
MEXICO.—A recent bulletin of the Bureau of the 
American Republics says the growing of flax for 
the production of linen will probably soon become 
one of the industries of Mexico. At the National 
Agricultural School, near the City of Mexico, a 
plat of ground was sown in flaxseed. At the 
end of sixty-one days the shdrte from these had 
reached @ height of forty-one inches {n some 
cases, and there was every indication that the 
soil and climate are adapted to the cultivatian of 
this plant. One drawback in the great Mexico 
Valley is the want of water, though this may in 
the future be removed by irrigation works. The 
Mexican authorities are giving the new venture 
every encouragement, Other flax culture experi- 
ments are being made. 


PROPERTIES OF A PERFECT FLUID.—In a 
discourse delivered at the Royal Institution on 
“The Motion of a Perfect Fiuid* Professor 
Hele-Shaw said the reason for the want of con. 
nection between the higher mathematical trea- 
tises on hydrodynamics and the vast array of 
works on practical hydraulics lay in the difference 
between a perfect fluid and an actual fluid. Ali 
natural fluids possess the property of viscosity. 
If water were a perfect fluid a ship would ex-* 
perience a different amount of resistance, be- 
cause the chief causes of fluid resistance—skin 
friction and eddying motion—would be absent, 
while a submarine boat at a certain depth would 
experience no resistance at all, since the pres- 
sures fore and aft would be equal. The wind 
would raise no waves, there would be no tida/ 
flow, but rivers would flow with incredible 
velocity, since there would be no retarding forces 
from the friction of the banks. But the rivers 
themselves would soon cease to flow, since the 
rain would fall on the earth in a solid mass when 
condensed, instead of in drops. The wonderful 
methods which mathematicians have of inves- 
tigating a perfect fluid have scarcely been brought 
to bear with any apparent result on the behavior 
of a natural or viscous fluid. The mathematicians 
have not been able to deal with useful forms of 
bodies, such a# those of actual ships, but have 
had so take those few cases that they have been 
able to discover which fit in with their mathe- 
matical powers of treatment. It ts only practical) 
experience which enables an Oceanic to be slid 
with as little misgiving as the launch

Hungarian Electricians Preparing for 
Their Rapid Telegraphy Experi- 
ments from “ The Tribune.” 


Messages will be sent from Tux Trisune 
offine to New York by the device of Mesers.

| Pollak and Virag, the Hungarian electrical 


experts. This distance of about 1,000 miles, 
which will be the greatest test of the inven- 
tion as yet undertaken, was decided on yes- 
terday. Some preliminary experiments will 
be made as soon a8 the machines are in- 
stalled. It is intended that these shall take 
place by Saturday. The date of the demon- 
stration, to which other scientists wil] be in- 
vited, has not beer fixed, but the inventors 
hope to give it on Monday. 

Already a great deal of interest is shown 
by electrical scientists in the invention of 
these young Hungarians and they will be 
given an opportunity of seeing m 
sent from and received in Tuk Trreunp of- 
fice. After messages have been sent and re- 
ceived over a circult at a rate of gpeed that 
reyuires demonstration to be believed the 
experts will send messages to New York and 
receive messages from there, . 

Herr Pollak and his colleague, accom- 
panied by L. O. McPherson, the telautograph 
expert and inventor, went to the customs 
office yesterday to see about getting their in- 
struments out of bond. Collector of Cus- 
toms Nixon, who has taken an interest in the 
proposed scientific experiments, promised 
them to facilitate the early delivery of the 
machines today so the work of installation 
may be begun. 

Herr Pollak busied himself with studying 
the conditions hereabout in a telegraphic 
way. He wished to know how the telegraph 
wires he may use were laid and the weight 
and diameter of them, so that his calcula- 
tions would be adjusted to the exact condi- 
tions to be met. On account of the short 
time he and his fellow-inventor will remain 
in this country he wishes to expedite the 
tests and at the same time make them satis- 
factory to the American scientists who are 
to witness them. 

Already a factory has been established at 
Buda-Pesth which is now busy making the 
machines they have Invented. Mr. McPher- 
son, who witnessed the tests of the machines 
in Buda-Pesth, said he was confident the 
demonstrations to be made in Tur TRIBUNE 
office would be practically successful. 

“The advantage of this invention,” said 
Mr. McPherson, “ will be to make one tele- 
graph wire convey as Many words or mes- 
sages as ten wires will carry now. For the 
purposes of newspaper service it will be ad- 
vantageous by reason of the fact that 10,000 
words can be sent across the country as 
quickly as 1,000 words can be sent now. The 
working of the machines is so simple that 
one can learn to receive messages in a few 
hours of instruction.” 


INDORSES THE DRAINAGE CANAL 


Western Waterways Convention by Res- 
olution Expresses Its Approval 
of Chicago Project. 


Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—L. 
E. Cooley, engineer in charge of the Chicago 
Drainage Canal, appeared before the West- 
ern Waterways convention today in behalf 
of the canal. He dealt with the benefits that 
would accrue from the completion of the 
canal, and said he believed that in time a 
canal would be constructed from the At- 
lantic Ocean to Chicago, and that the canal 
from Chicago to the Mississippi River would 
be completed, thereby opening a waterway 
from the Atlantic to the gulf. 

Mr. Cooley and the rest of the 
delegation secured a recommendation from 
the Committee on Resolutions and it was 
adopted by the convention. The resolution 
follows: 

Resolved, That we ze the supreme 
utility of the deep waterway between the great 
lakes and the Gulf of Mexico, and recommend 
to the serious consideration of Congress the en- 
tire subject matter to the intent that such a 
project shall be matured and such work under- 
taken as will provide a waterway of the greatest 
utility between Lake Michigan at Chicago and 
the Mississippi River. 

Through the influence. of the Illinois dele- 
gation Cairo was chosen as the meeting- 
place for the next convention. 


PARSONS TALKS OF THEISSUES. 


Master Workman Tells Knights of La- 
bor That Political Questions Should 
Be Discussed. 
. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 15.—At the general as- 
sembly of the Knights of Labor today Gen- 
eral Master Workman Parsons in his report 
said in part: | 

“I feel fully convinced that we are sorely 
in need of a competent corps of organizers. 
During the coming year the country will be 
again excited over political issues, and it 
behooves us at this meeting to take up some 
of these issues, perhaps the most important 
of which will be the trusts. 

“The war just closed with Spain has 
brought us new possessions and practically 
a new people. How to deal with them isa 
question also upon which the Knights of 
Labor should be heard.’’ 

Secretary Treasurer Hayes in his report 
denounced trusts, a larger army, and terri- 
torial expansion. He said that the Knights 
of Labor was a growing order, but that the 
members were slow in paying their per 
capita assessment. He advocated the estab- 
lishment in Washington of a school of polit- 
ical science, to carry on a campaign of edu- 
cation through the mails. The use of troops 
in quelling mining troubles in Idaho was de- 
nounced, as was the Industrial commission, 
which was declared to be in control of the 
politicians. 


SCHOONER AND ALL HANDS LOST 


Grewsome Discovery in the Cabin of a 
Derelict Towed into St. Pierre, 
Miquelon. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 15.—Private ad- 
vices received here today from S8t. Pierre, 
Miquelon, tell of the wreck of the Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore schooner Edna and 
Emma and the loss of the Captain and the 
crew of five men. The vessel was recently 
towed in here bottom up. 

In the cabin were found the bodies of 
Captain Richardson and his wife. A water- 
stained diary kept by the Captain showed 
a storm overtook the schooner and soon 
its rudder became jammed, and in this. 
disabled condition the schooner was driven 
about at the mercy of the waves. One 
by one the members of the crew were 
washed overboard, and the Captain and his 
wife sought refuge in the cabin. At this 
point the story of the diary ends. 

The Edna and Emma sailed from Wil- 
mington, N. C., on April 14 with a cargo 
of lumber for Baltimore and this city.

Any performance which brings into serv- 
ice ewe preéminent artists as Nordica, 
Edo de Reszke, and Plancon, is, of 
course, of the deepest interest from a voca! 
standpoint, but In al! other respects “ Les 
Huguenots” is ons vast musical desert. 
A few oases there are—evattered abong, here 
and there—but they are far between; and, al- 


though one is on the alert for the climax 


which seems to be always approaching, the 
final dropping of the curtain Sencar one 
still suspended in a attitude of Patient ex- 
pectation. 

“ Les. Huguenots” is a noisy, cumber- 
some, gloomy, and altogether vapid waste 
of bombast which has long outlived its 
usefulness. Its chief claim to potice, at 
this time, rests on the large cast which its 
presentation demands and which serves tc 
assemble in a single performance an impgs- 
ing array of the greatest and most popular 
singers of the day. It 4s on this account, no 
doubt, that “ Les Huguenots” presents so 
inany attractions to the non-musical] public, 
inasmuch as it affords a hearing of the 
largest number of celebrities for one price 
of admission. In short, ft is the “ bargain ”’ 
opera. 

The performance last evening was of a 
commonplace character, rough as to detail 
and generally lacking in finish. The princi- 
pals exerted themselves honestly enough, 
particularly Edouard de ReszKke, who prob- 
ably would discharge hie duties with as 
much conscientiousness if his listeners num- 


if the house were crowded tothe walls. But 
even sO great and faithful an‘artist as he is 
could not escape the feeling of depression 
which so meager an attendance as that of 
last evening creates. 

The courtly Plancon went through his part 
with fidelity, and his powerful and sonorous 
voice, coupled with De Reszke's organ-like 
tones, made a solid, invincible wall of sound 
which even the blere of the brasses and the 
noise of the chorus could not obscure. 

The chorus was bad, tonally and rhyth- 
mically, its work revealing a deplorable lack 
of preparation. This feature of the perform- 
ance had, decidedly, the appearance of a re- 
hearsal and not an extremely good rehear- 
salatthat. If Chicago is to help defray the 
company’s expenses by paying big prices for 
public rehearsals for the impending Eastern 
performances, the least we should get in 
return is a good dress rehearsal. 

Mme. Nordica still clings to the part of 
Valentine, and in this capacity forms one of 
the mainstays of the performance, in the 
last act rising toa height of tragic grandeur. 
Last evening, however, she was not at her 
best, vocally, and her voice seems to have 
lost some of its old-time beauty and bril- 
liancy. But the artistic finish is still there, 
and no one can fail to be impressed with the 
dignity of her mien and the authority of her 
declamation. 

Sig. Scotti made his first American ap- 
pearance on this occasion in the thankless 
role of the Count di Nevers. He has a 
voice of good range, but rather thick in 
color and not overpleasing in its quality. A 
disagreeable vibrato mars his singing, but 
he has a good stage presence and conducteé 
himself with ease. His abilities hardly can 
be estimated with finality from last night’s 


produce a deeper impression in some future 
appearance. 

Herr Andreas Dippel was again heard in 
the part of Raoul. This singer seems to be 
inadequate to the demands of taxing roles, 
inasmuch as he is unable to conceal his 
struggle with their vocal requirements. His 
acting is good from a conventional stand- 
point, and he also gives evidence of having 
once possessed a good voice, which, with 
proper training in the past, should have de- 
veloped into a better result.

IN FOUTBALL RUSH. 


JAMES FRANK, BADLY INJURED. 
BRAVELY FIGHTS FOR LIFE. 


Young Captain of the Lewis Grade 
School of Englewood Nearly Bleeds 
to Death on the Way to a Doctor's 
Office—Strack' by a Fellow Player 
in a Contest with Normal Park— 
Parents May Stop the Games in 
Future. 


James Frank, Captain.and right half back 
of the Lewis grade school football eleven, is 
in a critical condition, the result of injuries 
received in a gridiron struggle with the Nor- 
mal Park school team. The boy has lainina 
half-conscious state at the residence of his 
uncle, Dr. Sullivan Lewin, 6501 Harvard 
avenue, since the accident. Dr. Lewin said 
last night the boy had made a brave struggle 
sed life, and his ultimate recovery was hoped 

or. ; 

Young Frank's injuries are internal, a col- 
lision with another player opening the cap- 
sule of a kidney. He walked to his uncle's 
office after the accident and on the way, 
Dr. Lewin says, lost a large quantity of 
blood.. He was taken to his uncle’s house 
in a carriage, and a specialist summoned. 

The game in which Frank was injured took 
place in Normal Park on Saturday after- 
noon. He was playing in the interference in 
an end run for his fellow halfback. In the 
dash forward he collided with a Normal 
Park player who was about to tackle the 
man with the ball, and the left halfback 
struck him in the side with his knees. 

The injury was a painful one, and Frank 
could hardly rise. When his companions 
wanted to send for help he stopped them, 
saying it would alarm his aunt. With the 
assistance of the boys he walked to his 
uncle's office, reaching there in a fainting 
éondition. 

“At first it seemed impossible that he 
would live,” said Dr. Lewin. “ His is one of 
the most dangerous internal injuries I know 
of. I should have expected In ninety cases 
out of 100 to lose a man similarly hurt. It 
was thought at first an operation would be 
n . After a few days another ex- 
amination will be made, and it may be neces- 
sary to remove the kidney. The boy is not 
yet out of danger.”” 

Frank has suffered greatly and has been 
kept continuously under the influence of 
opiates. The nature of his injury is such 
little food can be given him. 

The boy has been an orphan for several 
years, making his home with his aunt, Mrs. 
Lewin. .He has played football against her 


to enter the game. He assured her that he 
would be as safe as he had always been and 
asked her to drive down with the carriage to 
get him. On other Saturday afternoons she 
had always been on the fleld watching him 
and waiting to take him home.

CHICAGO EPISCOPALIANS INDORSE | 
PLAN TO RAISE $250,000.

Adopt Resolution Offered by the Rev. 
James S, Stone That the Insurance 
Suggestion Be Carried Out—Hope to 
Secure the Money in Ten Years and 
Have ah Income Till Then—Support 
for Coadjutor Bishop te Aid Will- 
iam E. McLaren, 


The members of the Chicago Church club, 
at a meeting in Handel Hall last night, de- 
cided to undertake to raise a fund of $250,000 
for an endowment of the local diocese of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. This endow- 
ment is to be the provision the diocese will 
make for the maintenance of a coadjutor 
Bishop, to be elected in January, to aid 
Bishop McLaren, who is recovering from an 
illness. 

The manner of raising this fund was pro- 
posed by Edwin Walker. who is chairman of 
a committee of fifty on ways and means, 
It is to have insurance to the amount of 
$250,000 taken by the communicants of the 
parish. This insurance, with the diocese as 
the beneficiary, the experts say, will mature 
in ten years, and leave the chucrch with the 
funds needed. . 

Three insurance companies have agreed 
to the plan. They will issue policies in sums 
of $100 and more at a premium of $9.30. If 
the policiies should aggregate the sum need- 
ed to complete the endowment it would bring 
about $3,500 a year during the ten years be- 
fore the policies would mature. 

A resolution was introduced by Dr. James 
S. Stone of St. James’ Church that the club 
indorse the plan and pledge its aid in bring- 
ing it to a success. A number of s thes 
were made and the resolution was ce 

An appeal was made by Dr. Stone ta the 
members of the club to use their efforts in 
raising the fund so that the new Coadjutor 
Bishop would find himself in a position to 
—— his efforts to the best advantage of 

e 

“We need a Coadjutor Bishop,” he said, 
“to aid our beloved Bishop, whose illness 
we so much regret. We want him to be a 
force to aid those who need lifting up and to 
help those who are above. There is a great 
and a wide work for him in bringing the 
people of Chicago to Christ, for the pagan- 
ism is not all in the slums. We need the 
Coadjutor Bishop and we must provide a 
home for him, and therefore we need to raise 
this sum.” 

Dr. Daniel R. Brower presented some fig- 
ures. He said the communicants of the 
diocese numbered 20,000 and the endowment 
fund was only $26,000, while the diocese of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of New 
York had an endowment fund of $250,000. 

“The Roman Catholic Church will raise 
$200,000 this year in two semi-annual collec- 
tions for the rebuilding of the school at 
Feehanville,” he said. ‘‘ Let us see that our 
housemaids do not build that reform school 
before we have raised the sum we need to 
endow our diocese.” 

Dr. Richardson of Trinity Church said the 
diocese needed a Coadjutor Bishop on ac- 
count of the impairment of the health of 
Bishop McLaren, but it wanted the new 
Bishop on a cash basis. 

Dr. Little of Zvanston said there never 
were but two rich men and two rich women 
in the diocese who gave liberally to the 
church, and they were not of the extremely 
rich. He said the rich should now come 
and help. 

Dr. John Henry Hopkins of the Church 
of the Epiphany suggested that groups of 
five be formed, of which each person will 
pay 20 cents a week toward meeting the 
premiums on the policies needed to make 
the endowment. If 12 per cent of the com- 
municants were to agree to this, he sald, 
the sum would be obtained. His figures, he 
explained, were made on the theory that 
21,000 was the actual] number of communi- 
cants of the diocese.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER.

King George of Greece, who has been din- 
ing with President and Mme. Loubet at 
Paris prior to his return to his dominions, 
has had some comical experiences at the 
Elysée palace. One of the funniest ones 
was during the tenure of office of President 
Grévy. The Queen of Greece had been in 
Paris a few weeks previously, and had de- 
voted so much time and care to visiting the 
various charitable institutions that she had 
attracted thereby universal attention, and 
won for herself the title of “ Queen of the 
Poor.” She, too, had exchanged visits with 
Mme, Grévy, being the only crowned head 
to do so. For, whereas, Queen Victoria, 
the widowed Empress of Russia, and the 
late Queen of Denmark received visits 
from President Grévy when passing through 
Paris, they neglected to return them or to 
pay the slightest attention to his worthy 
wife, who had been his laundress or his cook 
at the time of the birth of his daughter and 
hers. 

Mme. Grévy naturally appreciated keenly 
the compliment paid to her by Queen Olga, 
and when, a few weeks afterwards, she 
saw the King at the Elysée, she exclaimed, 
wishing to say something particularly 
agreeable to him: 

“TIT am delighted, sire, to see you. For 
a few weeks ago I saw your ‘ belle Héléne,’ 
and found her charming.”’ 

The excellent Mme. Grévy, whose social 
ignorance was on a par with her historical 
knowledge, knew little or nothing of Greece, 
but had heard the name of “La Belle 
Héléne ’’ frequently mentioned as that of a 
particularly celebrated Grecian wo 
In some way she had gat it into her h 
that this Greek woman, who seemed to be 
80 popular, and whose name she was all the 
time hearing mentioned, could be no other 
than the saintly Queen of the Hellenes, and, 
accordingly, was under the impression that 
she was paying King George a great com- 
pliment in confusing his consort with that 
Héléne of Greece whose depravities bronght 
about the Trojan war in ancient times and 
whose adventures constitute the theme of 


the most décolleté of all the comic operas of - 


Offenbach—an opera of which she is the 
heroine. King George, who has an exceed- 
ingly keen sense of the humorous, after re- 
covering from his amazement had the ut- 
most difficulty in maintaining his gravity at 
the idea of his so serious and pious consort 
singing the racy couplets of “La Belle 
Héléne ’’ in the elementary costume adopted 
for the rdéle by its creator, the so celebrated 
Hortens Schneider. 


King George divided his time at Paris dur- 
ing his recent stay there between studying 
dramatic questions and discussing with 
various Greek statesmen and politicians, 
mostly of the opposition, whom he could not 
receive at Athens or take into consultation 

without exciting undue attention, and possi- 
bly provoking a ministerial crisis. For 
nowhere is the sovereign subjected to closer 
and more jealous watch than at Athens, and 
one of the main reasons why the royal

family limit to so great an extent thei? hos- 
pitality to foreigners who may he happen- 
ing to visit the Hellenic capital is because 
the King found that he could not, when his 
children were still young, even invite Greek 
children to a children’s party at the palace 
without exciting political disputes, jeal- 
ousies, and all sorts of en 


Athens owes iat to its royal family. 
For, while Queen Olga has founded and en- 
dowed all sorts of hospitals and philanthrop- 
ic institutions, having devoted thereto the 
whole of the legacy of a quarter of a million 
dollars, bequeathed to her by the late Czar, 
the King has endowed the city with several 
theaters, a large one being on the eve of its 
Inauguration. The scenery has been paint- 
ed in Vienna by orders of the King, and 
the classic works of Greece are to be per- 
formed as soon as ever thé theater is 
opened, under the direction of Mme. Duse. 

The King has invited the celebrated French 
actor, Mounet Sully of the Comédie 
Francaise, to visit Athens as his guest dur- 
ing the forthcoming winter in order to per- 
form in the ancient theater of Dionysius, 
that unique stage at the foot of the Acropo- 
lis, facing the Avgean Sea. The veteran 
French actor will likewise give several per- 
formances at the theater of Epidaurus, one 
of the best preserved theaters of that epoch 
of Greece ante-dating the birth of Christ, a 
building the acoustic properties of which 
have never been equaled by any modern 
temple of dramatic or lyric art. 


As far as the interviews are concerned 
which King George accorded to Greek poli- 
ticians during the few weeks which he spent 
at Paris, they point towards a ministerial 
crisis at Athens; and the downfall of the 
present Cabinet and return to power of ex- 
Premier Delyannis, who was ifn office at the 
time of the outbreak of the war with Turkey, 
is imminent. The present Cabinet has ful- 
filled none of the promises of administrative 
reforms to which it pledged itself on its en- 
trance into power. Instead of reducing the 
frightfulextravagance of the variousgovern- 
ment departments it has, on the contrary, 
increased them, and far from reducing the 
huge army of officials has added to their 
number, creating no less than nine fresh 
departments, each with a complete set of 
functionaries, for no other purpose than to 
furnish spoils to political supporters. 

The most serious charge laid at the doors 
of the present Cabinet is the scandal in con- 
nection with the water supply for Athens. 
The Ministers some time ago concluded a 
contract amounting to some $15,000,000 for 
bringing water from Stymphale to the cap- 
ital and the government officially declared 
that the new works would be capable of 
yieldinga supply of 220 gallons a second. Ex- 
perts have, however, now shown that even 
according to the contract it could not yield 
more than sixty gallons a second, and inas- 
much as this is inadequate for either the 
present or future needs of the city the whole 
thing is at a standstill. 

When, in addition to this fact, it is taken 
into consideration that the estimates show 
a heavy deficit, amounting to some $10,000,- 
000, which is calculated to still further im- 
pair Greek credit abroad, ft will readily be 
understood that the death knell of the pres- 
ent Cabinet is in the act of being tolled.

|@RAIN LOSS RECOVERED. 


WHEAT RALLIES LATE IN THE sus- 
SION ON COVERING OF SHORTS. 


‘Foreign Markets Furnish No Buying 
Inepiration—Local Elevator People 
Buy Wheat Freely in the Northwest 
—Cash Demand Seems to Re Ton- 
ing Up—Fluctuations in Corn Cover 
a Narrow Range — Heavy Buying 
Credited to the McLain Account. 


There was a late rally in wheat yesterday 
similar to that of the previous day, in which 
all the early decline was recovered. Clos- 
ing prices were 4c under those of Tuesday. 
Although elevator people are predicting a 
widening of the spread between December 
and May there was no relative change in 
the position of the two deliveries yesterday. 
Two or three of the elevator concerns are 
reported as buying wheat freely in the 
Northwest. Minneapolis wired that one 
concern from Chicago had bought over 500,- 
000 bu there yesterday. This has had to 
do with the toning up of the cash wheat mar- 
ket in the Northwest. The feeling in Min- 
neapolis was indicated by sales_of choice 
lots of No. 1 Northern ata premium of as 
much as 4c over the December price. The 
harmony in the local elevator situation was 
rudely disturbed by the September deal, 
and echoes of that deal are still heard. 
Evidently the other elevator people did not 
take kindly to the attitude of the Weares, 
and threw every obstacle in the way of the 
Weare outfit making any profit out of the 
transaction. Two or three of the elevator 
concerns reached a satisfactory agreement 
and their wheat stocks were not disturbed. 
Some of the other and more important ele- 
vator houses bluntly announced their prefer- 
ence to make any losses in the country 
rather than by settlements here. These 
people have been heavy buyers of North- 
western wheat and the local supply has beer? 
accumulating at a rapid rate. The trans- 
fer of wheat from South Chicago to houses 
on the Chicago River proved to be imprac-~- 
ticable, and the Armour people have been 
able to bring in wheat about as rapidly as 
it has been taken out to go into the Weare

50,000, 000 bu, but there is an impres- 
sion that the supply for some time has been 
underestimated. Northwestern dispatches 
told of representatives of both Seaverns and 
Armour being in the field, and, judging from 
the plans made by elevator people to in- 
crease the local stock, there is every 
prospect that total supplies will be soon over 
25,000,000 bu.

Mr. Reagan urged that the fixing of freight 
rates should be vested in the Interstate Com- 
merece commission, declared for legalized 
“pooling.” urged imprisonment to 
preak up ticket scalping.

UNION REFUSES TO YIELD 


METAL WORKERS DECLINE UNANI- 
MOUSLY OFFER TO ARBITRATE. 

Meeting Lasts Till After Midnight 
Vote of Confidence in Business Man- 
ager Pouchot Is Taken — Now De- 
clared to Be an Endurance Contest 
Between Manufacturers and Em- 
ployes—Former Say They Will Re- 
move Their Plants from Chicago. 


After a five hours’ session, ending at 
12:30 o’clock this morning, the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ union unanimously voted to re- 
fuse the overture of the Contractors’ asso- 
ciation to arbitrate the lockout which grew 
from the difficulties with the Sykes Roofing 
company. Today a communication will be 
addressed to the contractors stating that 
the section of the working agreement relat- 
ing to the payment of laborers’ car fare out- 
side of Cook County has been violated by the 
Sykes company. The refusal to arbitrate 
is based on another section, which states 
that no specific article in the paper shall be 
subject of arbitration. | 
The union men say that the $26 claimed for 
car fare must be paid by the Sykes company, 
and in that event the demand for wages for 
the period of the strike will be arbitrated. 

The affidavits from the contractors stat- 
ing that Business Agent Pouchot of the 
union had refused to arbitrate were met 
by similar affidavits of denial, and Pouchot 
was given a vote of confidence.

RULES ON PLUMBER’S LICENSE. 


Judge Tuley Says Courts Ought Not to 
Encourage Resort to the Writ 
of Injunction. 


** Courts ought not to encourage resort to 
the writ of injunction. It is direct inter- 
ference to use this power in restraining the 
enforcement of ordinances by municipal offi- 
cers. Due respect for the codrdinate powers 
of government ought to prevent the use of 
this power except in extreme cases,”’ said 
Judge Tuley yesterday in passing on the bill 
for an injunction to restrain the City of 
Evanston from enforcing the payment of a 
license fee of $50 by Charles F. Baumgarten, 
a Chicago plumber. 

Baumgarten claimed that, having complied 
with the act of 1897 and secured a license in 
Chicago, he was entitled to ply his vocation 
in any part of the State. Judge Tuley held 
that the validity of the Evanston ordinance 
could not be considered in a court of equity, 
and, declared that the question should be 
brought before the court on quo warranto 
proceedings. He sustained the demurrer.

Attorney N. B. Judah Intimates John 
Sloane & Co. May Occupy Part of 
New Building.

The Rutter property has a frontage of 
70% feet in Wabash avenue and a depth of 
1n0y% feet with an equal amount of frontage 
in Madison street. Mandel Bros. have stores 
to the north in Wabash avenue and to the 
west in State street.
